jelly to the terminals. The battery 
needs frequent checking during 
hot-weather driving. At least once 
a week the battery cells should be 
checked with a hydrometer and 
the battery charged if found to be 
low. Add distilled water to cells if 
water is low over the plates. 


Ignition: Have ignition wiring 
checked, especially the high-ten- 
sion cables, and replace any where 
the insulation has become worn 
and cracked. 


Distributor: You should inspect 
the distributor for oil deposits, 
cracked cap, and for burned or 
pitted distributor points. If brass 
electrodes inside cap are burned or 
corroded, replace cap. The dis- 
tributor should be checked and ad- 
justed if necessary. Wires need in- 
spection for breaks in insulation 
and sponginess as well as for oil and 
dirt. Have wire sockets in the dis- 
tributor cleaned and polished for 
better, more positive contacts. 


Clean the cleaners: Clean the 
carburetor air cleaner, the fuel- 
pump sediment bowl, the breather 
cap, and clean or replace the oil 
filter. 


Water pump and fan belt: 
Check for leakage at water pump. 
Fan belts should be aligned and ad- 
justed to give proper tension. Too 
tight a fan belt can burn out gen- 
erator bearings. A loose belt will 





slip and keep the fan from operat- 
ing at the proper speed for ade- 
quate engine cooling. A loose belt 
may also cause slipping at the 
generator and consequently low 
generator output. Depress the belt 
with your thumb (see drawing). 
There should be from '9 to 34 of 
an inch of slack in it. If it seems too 
tight or too loose, have it checked. 
Examine the inside V edge of the 
fan belt for grease, cracks, and de- 
terioration. Belts that look good 
from the outside are often deteri- 
orated along the V edge. 


Lights: All the lights should be 
inspected for correct operation. 
Many cars now have circuit break- 
ers instead of fuses. This check 
should include the headlights, tail-

lights, stop light, parking and back- 
up lights, as well as all interior 
lights. It is a good idea to carry 
extra fuses and bulbs in the glove 
compartment of your car. But re- 
member—fuses for the radio and 
lighting circuits differ in amperage. 


Wipers: Replace worn-out wiper 
blades and check the function of 
the wipers and the wiper motor. If 
wipers are sluggish, perhaps there 
is a slight leak in the vacuum line 
to the motor. If wipers are elec- 
trically operated, make sure you 
know where the fuse or circuit 
breaker for the wipers is located. 


Horn: Check the horn for proper 
operation. Be sure that all wires 
are ught and that the horn is se- 
cure on its mountings, 


Steering: It is extremely impor- 
tant that steering mechanism and 
front end be checked to make sure 
that all parts are tight, properly 
adjusted, and lubricated. Tie rod 
and ball joints need inspection for 
looseness. Long summer trips are 
apt to tax the steering system. 
Make sure that your family will be 
safe by having the steering system 
of your car inspected at a reliable 
garage. A check of the steering 
system can be made in conjunction 
with front-wheel alignment. 


Brakes: Verify the condition of 
your brake linings and have the 
brakes relined, if necessary, before 
your trip. Have brakes checked 
and adjusted to prevent’ brake 
grabbing which can cause skidding 
and loss of control, even on dry 
pavement. Check the hand brake 
for proper operation. Also have a 
checkup for leaks in the lines in the 
master cylinder. 


Spark plugs: Spark plugs should 
be checked for the proper gap, 
cleanliness, cracked insulators, dirty 





electrodes, and for excessive car- 
bonization. Replace any plugs 
found to have cracked insulators 
(see drawing). 


Engine compression: Proper en- 
gine compression is vital for quick 
acceleration and the hill-climbing 
ease necessary for carefree vaca- 
tion driving.

You can’t beat poppies 
lor color 


By Harcey Phillips Dean 


The brightest hallelujah reds on the landscape 
are Oriental poppies. But you also can have them 
in seashell tints and quartz white. Some are 


matches for watermelons and red-raspberry ice 


Orie poppies are the peacocks of the late-May and 


early-June perennial flower border. Though they appear 
dependably and on schedule, their splendor never fails to 
thrill. 

At this season, the best thing to do is to see as many 
different varieties as you possibly can. Write down the 
names of your favorites. Put the list in your billfold, be- 
hind the clock, or with your best silver—-some_ place 
where you're certain not to lose it. 

Oriental poppies must be planted in the late summer o1 
early fall, just ahead of the best time to plant peonies 
They put up rosettes of fresh green leaves in the fall. 
These live through the cold of northern winters and on 
into spring. After Oriental poppies bloom, the foliage 
ripens off gradually and the plants take a siesta. 

For this reason what you plant next to your poppies is 
important Neighboring plants can screen the spots OCc- 
cupied by the dormant poppies. But the poppy crowns 
and roots must not be hoed into or otherwise harmed.

To revive cut flowers 


Immersing wilted cut flowers in cold water seldom re- 
vives them. But cut the ends of the stems and immerse 
them in hot water—about as hot as your hand can 
stand—and flowers should revive quickly. 

In fact, I have demonstrated this method while mak- 
ing gardening speeches, and had the flowers begin to 
perk up at the end of three or four sentences. 

Wilted roses in particular respond dramatically to 
this hot-water treatment. 


Paralyzed mosquitoes 


Many of the newer insecticides are organic com- 
pounds, very difficult to detect chemically as residues 
on foods. So government authorities have been re- 
luctant to approve their use on home gardens. 

But now new tests have been developed which make 
chemical analysis less important. At the Boyce Thomp- 
son Institute of Plant Research, mosquito larvae are 
used to detect minute amounts of these newer super- 
insecticides. They put the larvae in very dilute solu- 
tions of these bug killers. If larvae remain active, 
amounts of residue are small. If they die, the chemicals 
may be present in dangerous amounts. 

How do they check activity? By shining a light 
through the solution containing light-sensitive larvae. 

This new quick check should disclose what amounts 
of the insecticides can remain on plant leaves without 
being injurious to humans. 


Stop squash borers 


You can control the pesky squash-vine borer with 
methoxychlor. Dust this insecticide around the vines 
every 10 days from the time the first leaves develop un- 
til the stem is tough and can resist borers—usually 
about the first of July for spring-planted squash. 

Methoxychlor, related to DDT, is less than one- 
tenth as poisonous to man, and does not harm 
squashes. 

Planting borer-resistant squash varieties also helps. 
Thirteen varieties (including some considered pump- 
kins) were checked for resistance to squash borer at 
the New York State Experiment Station, Geneva, 
New York. 

One group with hard, woody stems showed high re- 
sistance in these tests. This group included Butternut, 
Green Striped Cushaw, Dickinson Pumpkin, and 
Sweet Potato. 

Che Hubbard varieties, including Boston Marrow 
and Golden Delicious, were among the most suscepti- 
ble.

More new pests! 


Importance of inspection services of the U.S.D.A. in 
maintaining a watch for new pests cannot be overem- 
phasized. Discoveries already this year of insects new 
to the United States show this. 

The Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine 
has found specimens of the cotton-stem moth—a 
serious threat to cotton in Iran and Russia—on holly- 
hocks on Long Island. A single specimen of the golden 

1s nematode, perhaps the worst of all nematode pests, 
was found in New Jersey, apparently brought in on 
burlap bagging from abroad. 

Tomato russet mite, a serious tomato pest, was 
found in Massachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, and Illinois. And single specimens of the 
Japanese beetle were found in Texas and Alabama. 


More from potash 


No matter how much potash fertilizer you apply at 
one time, it will be most effective if you make at least 
three applications several weeks apart during the sum- 
mer. Work by Dr. B. A. Brown at the University of 
- ; Connecticut shows this to be true. 
Scientists formerly felt that a single application of 
potash early in spring was enough—that potash didn’t 
wash out of the soil too quickly. Apparently, however, 
it is more available to plants in fresh solutions. 


Is it hardy? 


We may be able to answer that question more ac- 
curately soon, A survey now being conducted will es- 
tablish new hardiness zones for plant material. These 
will take the place of the present temperature-limits 
zones, which have been far from satisfactory. 

A committee of the American Horticultural Coun- 
cil, headed by Dr. Henry Skinner of the U.S. National 
Arboretum, is conducting the survey. The proposed 
program includes an analysis of such factors as snow 
cover, soil moisture, humidity, hours of sunshine in 
winter and summer, and other conditions that affect 
plant growth. 


Locusts and lindens boosted 


At a recent meeting of landscape specialists at Michi- 
gan State College, the honey locust and American lin- 
dens were named most satisfactory substitutes for the 
American elm. 

But tree men were reluctant to advise the dropping 
of American elms and oaks, despite the risks of phloem 
necrosis, Dutch elm disease, and oak wilt 

So more work is proposed to find chemical treat- 
ments for these epidemic diseases,

How successful was gamma 
globulin in last year’s tests? 


A total of about 55,000 children 
between the ages of 1 and 11 re- 
ceived injections in the Utah, 
Texas, and lowa field tests of 
gamma globulin. Of these, one 
half got gamma globulin, the other 
half were -given an injection of 
harmless gelatin. In a 30-day fol- 
low-up of a total of 90 paralytic 
polio cases occurring in these chil- 
dren, there were 64 cases of para- 
lytic polio in the group that did not 
receive gamma globulin and 26 
cases among those who had re- 
ceived gamma globulin. Paralysis 
was reduced but not completely 
eliminated. 


How long does gamma 
globulin give protection? 

Dr. Harry M. Weaver, re- 
search director of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
Says: 

“The field trials demonstrated 
quite conclusively that an injection 
of a sufficient quantity of gamma 
globulin will confer significant 
protection against the disease. 
However, the duration of effective- 
ness in the dosages we used was 
limited to about six weeks. During 
the first and last weeks of this 
period, paralysis appeared to be 
lessened in severity, rather than 
prevented.” 

How much gamma globulin is 
given in an injection? 

Dosage varies, depending on the 
weight of the person injected. In 
experiments, the average dose was 
seven cubic centimeters, about 
one-fourth ounce for a 50-pound 
child, or a litthe more than three 
teaspoontuls 


How much blood is required to 
make one dose of gamma 
globulin? 

It takes slightly more than one 
pint of whole blood to make the 
average dose of gamma globulin. 


Will gamma globulin be 
available this year? 

Yes, gamma globulin will be 
available but in limited supply. 
The potential demand for the 
serum will far exceed all that was 
produced since last year’s tests 
proved the effectiveness of gamma 
globulin. Despite every effort of 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, the American 
Red Cross, and government au- 
thorities, gamma globulin can be 
given to fewer than 1,000,000 


children out of a population of 


46,000,000 in the most susceptible- 
age groups. Although processors 
have been working at full capacity 
seven davs a week, 24 hours a day 
to produce gamma globulin for 
1953 and 1954, production will fall 
short of the total quantity needed 
in epidemic areas in 1953. There 
are only four processing labora-

tories in this country producing 
gamma globulin from whole blood 
or plasma. In addition, there are 
three commercial firms producing 
small amounts of gamma globulin 
from placentas. 


How will gamma globulin 
be distributed? 

Gamma globulin will be dis- 
tributed early this month to each 
state health department by the 
U.S. Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion. It will be distributed on the 
basis of each state’s average num- 
ber of polio cases over the last sev- 
eral years. State health depart- 
ments will be the distributing 
agencies within each state. Dis- 
tribution methods may vary from 
state to state, but will probably fol- 
low this general pattern: 

1. To members of a family 
where one or more persons have 
polio 

2. To school children in a class- 
room where two or more children 
have polio. 

3. To residents in areas where 
the number of cases appears to be 
reaching epidemic proportions. 

In the event of a polio epidemic 
in any state, the national agency 
will, if possible, make a second al- 
lotment of gamma globulin § to 
meet the emergency. 


What are considered 
“epidemic proportions?” 
Some years ago, 20 cases pet 
100,000 was considered epidemic. 
Last year in Sioux City, lowa, the 
ratio was 512 per 100,000, This in- 
dicates the problem authorities 
will face in being unable to supply 
sufficient gamma globulin to many 
communities that feel they have 
been hit hard by the disease. 


Is gamma globulin just a 
temporary measure? 

Gamma globulin is not and can 
never be the final answer to the 
polio problem. To be effective, 
gamma globulin must be admin- 
istered shortly before or while the 
virus is still in the blood stream; 
before the polio virus has attacked 
the nerve cells in the central nerv- 
ous system. It is very difficult to 
determine whether a person has 
been exposed to the disease; hence, 
mass innoculations may either be 
unnecessary or too late. 

What's more, if gamma-globulin 
production were expanded, enor- 
mous quantities of blood would be 
required, This would probably 
prove unfeasible on a long-term 
basis. Moreover, there is evidence 
that an effective vaccine may be 
made available in a_ relatively 
short time. For these’ reasons 
gamma globulin is admittedly a 
temporary preventative.

that was needed before further 
progress could be made toward the 
discovery of an effective preven- 
tive. The tests provided additional 
evidence that paralytic polio could 
be prevented by vaccination. Gamma 
globulin is not a practical answer 
because when antibodies are in- 
iected into the body thev remain 
only a relatively short time. The 
ideal solution is a vaccine that will 
induce the body itself to manufac- 
ture antibodies This happens 
when a person gets a mild case of 
polio; the self-produced antibodies 
remain in the blood stream for long 
periods, perhaps many years 


Will the hoped-for vaccine 
make present methods 
outmoded? 

Ihe progress toward a ‘‘new 
vaccine’ reported last January 
and again last March was not an 
overnight development. Any polio 
vaccine will be the result of years 
of research and the carefully co- 
ordinated effort of many research 
teams working on specific aspects 
of the problem. [t is hoped that 
new vaccines can be further field- 
tested on humans sometime this 
vear, Groundwork for a vaccine was 
laid by the following discoveries 

1. Positive identification of three 
types of polio virus. They are the 
Lansing type (named because of a 
polio victim’ in Lansing, Michi- 
gan); the Brunhilde type (for a 
chimpanzee used in polio experi- 
ments); and the Leon type (for 
a polio victim). With this deter- 
mined, researchers knew what they 
were fighting and that an effective 
drug or vaccine would have to im- 
munize against all three types 

2. The discovery that the polio 
virus lingers in the blood stream sev- 
eral days before it attacks the cen- 
tral nervous system and causes 
paralysis. It is this delay that makes 
possible the success of gamma 
globulin—and possibly a future 
vaccine that will stimulate self- 
produced antibodies (active im- 
munity) and be effective during 
the period in which the body is 
under attack 

». The discovery of a method of 
growing all three types of polio 
virus in human and animal non- 
nervous tissues in test tubes. Pre- 
viously the only source of virus was 
from monkey brains and spinal 
cords. ‘Today the viruses needed 
for tomorrow’s vaccine are rela- 
tively easy to obtain and free from 
injurious protein material 

4. Finally, the proof from the 
gammia-globulin field trials that 
the paralyzing effects of polio can 
be eliminated or modified, at least 
temporarily 


What will be the source of 
the future vaccine? 

If by ‘‘future vaccine’’ is meant 
the ultimate solution for the con- 
trol of polio, the answer is that 
the door is also open for a solution 
through the use of drugs. The drug 
method will be further explored 
by National Foundation research- 
ers. But it is more likely that effec- 
tive control will come through 
vaccination. There are two types 
of polio vaccines: live, or active-

Y.. don’t often find a house like this that is as economical 


as it is good looking, but when you do it’s worth asking how 
it was done. One sure answer is its small size, but another 
that could be applied in building any new home is its eco- 
nomical construction. The house is built of concrete-block 








masonry inside and out. 

Masonry is balanced by areas of glass and wood—-and by 
crisp design that defeats the monotony of many homes using 
just one basic material. 

Ihe owners wanted the house to have openness without 
sacrifice of privacy, light without loss of sun control, and 
temperature control without great expense. 

Openness was attained by having only a minimum of par- 
titions. Large glass areas let light in, while the roof overhang 
controls direct sunlight. Concrete-block construction, plus 
roof insulation, maintains an even temperature with little 


mechanical assistance.

p> Make fancy party sandwiches at 
least a day ahead; that gives you 
more time to experiment and saves 
time the day of the party. 

>» Home-freezer owners can make 
fancy party sandwiches weeks 
ahead and freeze them. Sand- 
wiches are best when kept not over 
two weeks. Best fillings for frozen 
sandwiches are peanut butter, 
American cheese, sliced or ground 
meat, fish, or chicken. Wrap sand- 
wiches in foil, other sheet packag- 
ing material, or tuck in a plastic 
box. Freeze immediately. Skip 
mayonnaise, lettuce, tomatoes, cel- 
ery, carrots, and egg-salad spreads. 
> Mix a variety of sandwich fillings 
at one time. 

> Spread bread with softened but- 
ter or margarine before you spread 
on the filling so the bread doesn’t 
become soggy. 

p> If you make party sandwiches a 
day ahead, keep them fresh by 
wrapping in aluminum foil, well 
sealed. Or use waxed paper, then 
wrap in damp cloth and place in 
refrigerator. 

p> Cut sandwiches in interesting 
shapes for different occasions.

Arrange for maximum 
convenience 

The easiest spot to reach in a 
linen closet is probably right in 
the center, about waist high. Many 
closets have shelves at this point 
and above, drawers below. So let’s 
start first with this shelf 

The first shelf. The heavy bath 
towels should vO lO the rear of the 
first shelf with the face towels and 
washcloths folded directly in front 
Thus there will be three stacked 
sections of the same colored mate- 
rial for the same person. With all 
linen, always put the fresh linen on 
the bottom of the piles t 
even Weal 

The second shelf. This is the best 
place for sheets. As you fold these 


») assure 


sheets, don’t forget to leave the 
hems exposed so that a_ hasty 
glance shows their size. Wouldn’t 
this be a good time to label the ones 
not marked? Avoid stacking your 
sheets too heavily for vou should be 
able to slip the freshly laundered 
ones on the bottom for constant 
rotation of use 

The third shelf. Stack vour heav- 
ier, washable items, such as the 
bath mats, rugs, or extra mattress 
pads here. You might also want to 
put here, preferably in covered 
containers, the daintier special-oc- 
casion guest towels or linens used 
to beautify yvour home 

The top shelf. No matter how 
healthy your family is now or has 


been, you must be prepared for 
sickroom needs. It is best to use a 
box, with a lid similar to the one 
used for your worn sheets and 
towels, for these medical supplies 
with a label listing the contents 
pasted on the outside. The basic 
needs might be: a hot-water bottle 
with attachments, an ice bag, a 
bedpan, a thermometer, and an 
extra first-aid kit. Such supplies as 
alcohol or dangerous germicides 
might also be placed here. Any 
other space on this shelf should be 
reserved only for linens, the wash- 
able items of miscellaneous sizes 
that cannot be elsewhere 


Clean up the drawers, too 


Now let's consider the organiza- 
tion of the drawers. With the 
shelves, we worked from the lowest 
shelf, up. With the drawers, we'll 
work down 

Lhe top drawer. Since this is the 
easiest to reach, its probably the 
family catchall. If so, then install 
odd-size plastic boxes for order 

The second drawer. Reserve this 
one for curtains, spec ial table set- 
tings, or treasured wedding linen 
gilts 

lhe third drawer Leave this one 
free for table linen that has been 
pushed out of the dining room 

The hottom drau er | his 1s usually 
the deepest—makes it ideal for 
your out-of-season blankets and 


quilts, doubly safe in a mothproof 


bag. If this space is not sufficient, 
and you do not have a cedar chest, 
you may have to reserve the two 
bottom drawers for blankets 


Keep it organized 

Once organized, keep your lin- 
en closet to that schedule. Remem- 
ber that odds and ends do not be- 
long in this orderly section. After 
finding how your’ laundry-day 
problems are simplified with this 
closet, you may apply these tactics 
to other overloaded closets in the 
home. It may be necessary to sort 
out the linen closet each month to 
keep its streamlined order, but it 
will repay you a thousand times in 
keeping a sunny disposition.

Help vour children 
0 like people 


Here’s how you can teach them this 


most important of all social assets

r 

Die average American parent is 
eager to give his offspring the so- 
called advantages. We expose them 
to dancing lessons and music 
sons. We scurry them to the best 
skin doctors when the bumps of 
adolescence appear. We cheerfully 
sacrifice to buy their vitamins and 
bicycles and clothes “like the other 
kids wear.”’ We strive to provide 
them with comfortable, attractive 
homes. But it has been my observa- 
tion that too many of us neglect 
children with the 
greatest social advantage of all 
the simple, old-fashioned virtue of 
learning to like people. 

There are differences in tem- 
perament, of course. Some young- 
sters are heaven-endowed with 
sunny, outgoing natures that seem 
to attract friends like bees to honey- 
suckle. Others are more shy, or 
simply more independent. But my 
husband and I are ardently con- 
vinced that any normal child is 
happier /imself, for developing a 
sincere enjoyment of his fellow 
creatures. And in guiding our four, 
whose ages range from 19 months

1. Be a good example 

Sons and daughters are but two- 
legged mirrors (often none 
flattering) of ourselves. If you must 
criticize your relatives, the neigh- 
bors, or the gang at the office, do it 
when the children are safely out of 
earshot.

derstand; frequently they exag- 
gerate and dramatize. What, to 
you, may be an innocent com- 


plaint regarding Grandma may 
grossly and unfairly prejudice a 
child against someone who should 
remain a source of his delight. 

What is perhaps worse, your boy 
or girl will also develop faultfind- 
ing attitudes which both subtract 
from his uncritical content- 
ment and alter his personality dis- 
agreeably in the sight of others. 
Recently we were amused but also 
rather saddened we were 
greeted at her home by an unusual- 
ly pretty, beautifully trained, 9- 
year-old. 

“Do sit down,” she urged with 
poise and charm.

2. Be careful never to criticize 
their friends 

We have seen our sons march 
proudly in with new pals who, from 
an adult standpoint, were little 
short of appalling.

The child who loves 
you, desperately wants you to 
share his enthusiasms. ‘‘This is

To give 
Mike the cool onceover, to point 
out later that Mike is shifty-eyed 
and could do with a bath, may 
seem to you good counsel, but to 
your boy it is a bewildering blow. 
There’s danger that, in his hurt 
confusion, he may turn against you 
at a time when he may most need 
to be close. Or again, he himself 
may develop a scornful, rejecting 
outlook that seeks the flaws instead 
of the fineness in those he meets. 

My husband and I have thought 
about this a lot. And it seems to us 
that our children are going to be 
more truly equipped for happiness 
if they are free to find the good, the 
interesting, the delightful, in many 
kinds of people. We know from ex- 
perience that even the problem of 
a “bad influence” can be over- 
come more easily in the climate of 
a tolerant, friendly home. Our 
practice has always been to wel- 
come all comers to the family cir- 
cle; most will either automatically 
fit into its standards or drop away 
of their own accord. 


3. Teach them that friends are 

worth forgiving

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Use short slices of doweling to fill in sunken 
serew holes, sanding them smooth when glue 
has dried. (Or use a variation called “boat 
plug” which is cut across the grain. 

When cut from matching wood, plugs are 
almost invisible. Job is best done with plug 
cutter that fits into brace like any bit. 


For maximum strength, dowel should go into 
hole a distance equal to three or four times its 
own diameter. Remember: Drill too deep 
weakens stock without adding strength. 

But hole must be deep enough so dowel 
sinks without holding joint apart. If dowels 
are too short, they won't add to joint’s strength. 


Dowels are an excellent means of fasten 
concrete or masonry walls. Thev're n 
pensive, not hard to insert 

Pound dowel home in hole (made by car- 
bide bit or star drill) then nail into dowel. 
You'll be surprised at terrific grip dowel takes 
on both wall and nail. 


Glueless joints with dowels are possible, but 
some strength is sacrificed. Saw into end of 
dowel and insert wedge. This spreads dowel 
as it's clamped or driven in hole. 

To avoid splitting board, make sure wedge 
spread is long way of grain. Small metal rings 
do similar job of holding dowels in place.

more than 10 pounds difference be- 
tween cylinders. Poor compression 
may indicate leaky or improperly 
seated valves, blown cylinder-head 
gasket, or even a cracked cylinder, 
worn rings, or leaking spark-plug 
gaskets. 


Lubrication: Proper lubrication, 
especially of the engine, is impor- 
tant to protect against wear, over- 
heating, friction, and a high repair 
bill. When the chassis and engine 
are being lubricated, it’s a good 
time to track down any annoying 
body squeaks. 


Oil: Have the engine oil checked 
as well as the oil level in the trans- 
mission. If your car is equipped 
with an automatic transmission, 
check that oil, too. Make certain 
that the engine oil in your car is of 
the viscosity recommended by the 
manufacturer for hot-weather driv- 
ing. It is a good idea to carry an 
extra can of oil in your luggage 
compartment, especially if you’re 
driving in remote areas. 


Tools: Check over your car tools. 
If you’re heading for remote areas, 
it’s only common sense to have at 
least a lug wrench, a jack, and a 
screwdriver. You should also have 
a hammer, tire pump and irons, 
tire-repair kit, pliers, and a good 
flashlight. Cautious drivers 
carry highway flares.

virus vaccine; and “killed” or in- 
activated-virus vaccine. At present, 


a killed-virus vaccine developed 
by research teams operating on 


Foundation grants, seems most 
likely to succeed. But one large 
commercial laboratory working 


with a live-virus vaccine confident- 
ly believes that the knockout punch 
will be delivered to polio by its 
vaccine. 


What's the difference between 
the two vaccines? 

Killed-virus vaccine is made by 
growing the Lansing, Brunhilde, 
and Leon strains of virus in test- 
tube cultures of nonnervous tissue. 
The virus is then ‘‘cooled off,’ or 
inactivated, by treating it with 
formaldehyde. It is still not clear 
whether this actually kills the virus, 


but it does make it incapable of 


causing infection or damaging the 
nervous system. This formalde- 
hyde-treated virus is then admin- 
istered in purified mineral-oil in- 
jections. The mineral oil seems to 
encourage the production of anti- 
bodies. Killed-virus injections have 
been given both to laboratory ani- 
mals and some humans. There 
have been no ill effects and anti- 
body production has been stepped- 
up. Monkeys exposed to the dis- 
ease after vaccination have proved 
immune. Killed-virus vaccination 
of humans in epidemic areas has 
not yet been undertaken. 

Live-virus research by one large 
commercial laboratory has 
progressed. Last year this research 
group using a modified Lansing- 
strain polio virus succeeded in 
growing it in the chick embryo. 
Growing the virus in chick em- 
bryos assures researchers of an ad- 
ditional inexpensive and uniform 
source for vaccine. It is hoped that 
work done with the Lansing strain 
will result in a strain of virus that 
will provide cross protection against 
the other strains of polio virus 


also 


When can we expect one of 
these vaccines to be available? 

Any vaccine to be used in a 
large-scale vaccination program 
must be clinically tested; that takes 
time. For example, the dosage must 
be determined, the length of im- 
munity, the ideal time for im- 
munization, and numerous other 
problems must be worked out be- 
fore mass production can_ begin. 
While an effective vaccine will not 
be generally available this year, 
any predictions for next year 
would be hazardous. Progress 
could be slowed by difficulty in 
obtaining answers to any of the 
problems mentioned above. On the 
other hand, there has been more 
progress in polio research in the 
past two years than in all the 15- 
year fight against the disease. The 
most heartening aspect of the big 
problems yet to be solved is that 
they give solid promise of being 
the last remaining barriers to vic- 
tory over the ruthless crippler, 
poliomyelitis

 —_ loves a bride. She’s the center of all 
wedding preparations. But if you’re a friend, 
mother, father, relative, or relative-te-be, you've 
an important part to play in the success of the 
wedding. The better you know how to proceed, 
the easier it will be on the bride, and the more 
blithely you'll glide through the whole affair. 

Here are most-asked questions and answers 
on the subject. They’re destined to make the next 
few months more enjoyable for everyone attend- 
ing weddings. (That includes almost all of us 
this time of year.) 


Q Who may give a shower for the bride? 


A Close friends, especially members of the bridal 
party, give showers. Members of the bride's or 
groom’s family must give other kinds of parties if 
they want to do something for the bride. It just 
isn’t right for a relative or relative-to-be to ask 
friends of the bride to shower her with gifts. Rel- 
atives may invite relatives to a shower, however. 


Q Must I send a shower gift if I can’t attend 
the shower? 


A You don’t have to send a gift if you don’t 
want to, especially if you’re only an acquaint- 
ance of the bride. But if you’re an intimate 
friend, you'll probably want to send a gift. 


Q Who should be included on my shower 
guest list? 


A Ask only close friends of the bride to your 
shower. Too rapidly, showers are losing that 
simple, sentimental flavor they had in Mother's 
girlhood, when close friends gathered to give 
small gifts to the engaged girl. Make sure that 
your guests have not already showered the bride 
with presents. You’d better check your list with 
a member of the bride’s family, or with the bride 
herself. Better to sacrifice secrecy than good 
taste. If she has had four or five showers already, 
why not have a recipe shower or some sort of 
party that won’t further deplete your guests’ 
bank accounts? 


Q Is it proper for the bride to register her silver 
and china patterns and other gift preferences 


at stores? 


A It’s the accepted thing to do. Most gift shops, 
department stores, and jewelry stores handling 
silver offer this service. It relieves the bride and 
her family of the delicate task of answering 
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No bride wants eight big casseroles. Let a bridal 
consultant help youchoose your gift — noduplication! 


questions concerning the bride’s preferences, and 
makes selection of something she will like easier 
for you. Most department stores have a bridal 
consultant. She will help you select a gift within 
your price iimit and guaranteed ¢o please the 
bride. And she'll be glad to answer any ques- 
tions you might have about wedding etiquette. 


Q How do I answer an invitation to a shower? 


A An informal note used to be the only way to 
answer such an invitation. But now you may 
phone your answer, if the R.S.V.P. is accompa- 
nied with a phone number. 


YQ Should lL expecta thank-you note fora 
shower gift? 


A You can expect a note or phone call only if 
you sent a gift and did not go to the shower your- 
self. Although the bride may choose to send notes 
of appreciation to every person who gave her a 
present, it isn’t necessary, if she has thanked cach 
one in person, 


YQ Is the wedding gift always sent to the bride? 


A Unless your gift is a check, which you may 
draw to the groom, the bride, or to both of them, 
you send your prewedding gift to the bride. If 
you're an old friend of the groom, you may want 
to send two gifts—one to her and one to him. 
Or you may choose something obviously intend- 
ed for his use, such as a desk set or pen, or table 
cigarette lighter, and send it to the bride. 


Q I have received invitations to a wedding and 


reception. How should I answer? 


A Although you don’t answer a formal, en- 
graved invitation to a wedding, you do answer an 
invitation to a reception which includes R.S.V.P. 
or its English equivalent. Write your reply long- 
hand on the first page of a sheet of notepaper, 
spacing your words as though they were en- 
graved. Use formal wording as on the invitation 
Write your name or names and “‘accept(s) with 
pleasure” or “‘regret(s) that they (he, she) are

Here are the answers from the doctor’s and 
the child’s point of view, by a practicing 


pediatrician who has had psychiatric training

‘< 

N.. no, no, no,” the 18-months-old baby screams as he 
struggles on the doctor’s examination table. He twists, turns, 
and kicks out violently to shake loose from restraining hands, 
all the time crying lustily. He puts out his hands entreatingly 
and shouts, ““Mommy, Mommy.” 

‘Tommy,’ she answers reproachfully, “‘the doctor is only 
trying to help you.”’ Her words increase his determination to 
break away. Evidently, Mother isn’t on his side this time. 

The doctor placidly finishes his examination and then 
good-naturedly offers Tommy a candy sucker. *“*Here, Tom- 
my, you were a brave boy.” 

This scene is repeated many times over in medical offices 
throughout the country. Mothers can’t understand why 
their Tommies cry—*‘He never cries at home.” 

The doctor understands ‘Tommy’s behavior. A youngster’s 
feelings at the doctor’s are no different than those of an 
adult in a doctor’s office or in a dentist's chair. But the adult 
has learned to hide his fear. The young child displays all his 
emotions from love down to hate. Tommy, faced with what 
looks like danger to him, tries to escape it in an uncivilized, 
primitive way by savagely fighting out of it. 


**Storm”’ is normal 


Not all visits to the doctor are as stormy as this. It is only 
in the period from about 8 months of age to about 2 years 
that children are as mistrustful as Tommy. I like to point 
out to mothers that this is normal behavior for this age. 

The visits of the first half year are much easier on the 
mother and the child, and the doctor, too. The baby is 
usually sleeping and the examination proceeds without any 
difficulty. 

Occasionally, the first month is a difficult one for mothers 
with crying, irritable infants. They can’t understand their 
babies’ needs and so are unsure of themselves. Even experi- 
enced mothers sometimes become a little upset when the 
new baby differs, as he always does, from her other babies. 

A good way to ease the tensions of the first month is to 
have the pediatrician you've chosen examine the baby in the 
hospital soon after his birth. He will talk to you about care 
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of the child. In that way, he will know your baby and, 
equally important, he will get to know you. Later, when you 
have questions, this knowledge may enable him to straighten 
out your problem over the phone. 


Write those questions 


In preparation for your baby’s first visit to the doctor’s 
office, jot down some of the things that worry you that first 
month. Don’t trust to your memory. How often I’ve had 
mothers tell me, “Il had so many questions at home and now 
I can’t think of them.”’ It’s so easy to read them from a list. 
And, interestingly, writing them down and seeing them on 
paper sometimes gives mothers the answers to their own 
questions. 

Doctors like to answer these questions because they help 
a mother to understand her baby better, and the happiness 
and satisfaction of a mother is reflected in a happy and con- 
tented baby. If having your doubts erased by asking a few 
questions helps you with your baby, you shouldn’t be afraid 
to bring up any question, no matter how simple it may seem 
to you. 

Many of the questions are about the mother’s method of 
caring for the baby. They arise from the criticism or “‘helpful 
advice”’ so freely given by friends, relatives, and even stran- 
gers. This sort of thing shouldn’t influence mothers. But it 
does. They're sensitive to outspoken criticism, and it robs 
them of some of the pleasure they should have in taking care 
of their baby. One pediatrician was quite vehement about 
this. ““These people wouldn't allow the neighbor to tamper 
with a $2,000 automobile. Why should they allow him to 
meddle with a million-dollar baby?” 

When doubts and questions on baby care arise, the place 
to settle them is not over the back-yard fence but in the 
doctor’s office during checkups. [ Turn to next page

Your child's doctor

Most doctors like to see a mother 
with her baby about once a month 
in the first eight months, every two 
months for several months, and 
every third month in second year. 

During these visits, you should 
speak freely with your doctor. Let 
him get to know you and how you 
feel about different phases of child 
care. For instance, if you feel that 
you want to toilet-train your young- 
ster at an early age, it’s something 
you should talk with him. 
Try to be your natural self. Don’t 
be afraid to show him your feelings 
about the baby, be they good or 
bad. 

Too often, mothers are reluctant 
to tell their doctor about their 
troubles with the baby. They want 
to appear as “perfect” mothers. 
What does this accomplish? If you 
are having difficulties, don’t pre- 
tend that everything is fine. While 
the doctor is able to tell you about 
your baby from a physical stand- 
point, he depends on you to tell 
him about your baby in every other 
phase of his development. 


over 


Don’t forget ‘essentials’ 

As one who is exposed frequent- 
ly to an occupational hazard, I 
would suggest you take along ex- 
tra diapers. That seems to be one 
of the most frequently forgotten 
things. A doctor likes to have a dia- 
per between him and Baby. 

In the first half year, the baby 
seldom objects to any procedure. 
He doesn’t cry unless he is stuck 
with a needle. He even forgets 
about this fairly rapidly if his 
mother picks him up quickly after 
the injection. His peak of amiabil- 
ity in the doctor’s office is from 3 
to 5 months. It’s a real pleasure to 
examine him then because he even 
has a smile for the doctor. Every- 
body is his friend. 

But it doesn’t remain like that. 
After about the seventh month, he 
begins to get suspicious of any 
strange situation. He scrutinizes 
the doctor, his lower lip begins to 
quiver, and then he cries. He wails 
all through the examination until 
he gets back to the safety of his 
mother’s arms 

At around his first birthday, he 
may even cry as soon as he is put 
on an examination table. Some ba- 
bies cry as soon as they enter the 
waiting room or the building. 


Don’t be embarrassed 


Doctors don’t take this personal- 
ly. It isn’t the company, it’s the 
situation. Youngsters carry on the 
sarne way during their haircuts at 
this age. Mothers tend to blame 
the injections or the white coats for 
this. But I’ve seen the same thing 
happen where the baby has never 
had any injections and the doctor 
didn’t wear a white coat. 

Baby’s crying embarrasses par- 
ents. It shouldn't. It only means 
that he is developing to the point 
where he is more conscious of his 
surroundings and more cognizant 
of change. But he has not yet had 
the experience to feel secure with 
strange people and places. In a

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ways a chorus of crying babies and, 
at his impressionable age, crying 
is contagious. Sometimes, the older 
ones even tell you, “I’m afraid.” 
Why shouldn’t they be? 


Fear is very real 

Parents protect children from 
danger, and when they are in 
Mother’s or Daddy’s arms, they 
feel safe and secure. So it’s most 
natural for them to seek the sheltet 
of their parents’ arms when “‘dan- 
ger’ threatens them. They’re not 
**spoiled.”’ They go through heroic 
struggles to escape the restraining 
hands of the doctor. And when an 


infant sees his parent laughing as if 


there were no danger, his fear 
turns into real terror, 

That’s why it is impossible to 
interest your baby in the keys and 
watch that ordinarily fascinate 
him. All he sees is a_ strangely 
dressed person with metal things 
sticking out of his ears who puts 
blinding lights into his eyes and 
tasteless sticks into his mouth and 
hurting hands on his stomach. He 
says, ‘“‘Hey! Get me out of here” in 
the best way he can 

When parents finally rescue their 
struggling, yelling baby, some- 
times he actually tries to strike 
them. An understandable reaction 
in an individual who carries his 
emotions where everyone can see 
them? I think so. 

Time is the cure 

Is there any solution to his 
problem? Yes. But it takes re- 
peated exper iene es lor him to learn 
that he really doesn’t get hurt ev- 
ery time, and that the doctor isn’t 
such a bad fellow after all. He'll 
come to this realization somewhere 
around his second birthday. The 
infant who has many pleasant ex- 
periences with people may become 
friendlier at an earlier age than 
the infant who is more alone. The 
baby who has older brothers and 
sisters loses his fear of the examina- 
tion earlier, also. The wisit to the 
doctor soon comes to mean fun for 
him. And everybody else, by that 
time. 

Up tillthen, some of the crying 
babies can be helped if they are 
held by a parent during part of the 
examination—such as when the 
doctor is listening to the heart or 
lungs or palpating the abdomen. 
But it is difficult to examine his 
eyes, ears, and throat anywhere 
but on the examining table. For 
this, he is firmly restrained and the 
examination is done rapidly 

If you do hold your baby during 
the examination, don’t pat him on 
the back or talk when the doctor is 
listening to the chest. The sounds 
are amplified and transmitted 
through the stethoscope. 


Routine helps 


Even the babies who produce 
the biggest uproar quiet down after 
the second year. One of the impor- 
tant factors in bringing this about 
is the routine examinations at 
three-month intervals in the sec- 
ond year. During this time, they 
get only one “‘booster’’ shot. Most 
of the doctor’s time is spent talking 
with the mother about toilet train- 
ing, sleeping habits, and eating. 
Baby has a better chance to look

Your child’s doctor 


over the doctor without too much 
pressure on himself. But if there 
has been illness, necessitating peni- 
cillin injections and blood counts, 
it may take that youngster a long 
time to learn that going to the doc- 
tor’s isn’t too bad an experience. 

At about 2 years, many young- 
sters talk enthusiastically about 
going to the doctor. They seem to 
enjoy the idea right up to the mo- 
ment the doctor enters the room. 
Then, with a terrified wail, they 
rush to their mothers, bury their 
heads in her dress, and put their 
arms around her. Parents shake 
their heads and say, ‘‘I can’t un- 
derstand it. He was so anxious to 
come.” 

When your 2-year-old becomes 
frightened in spite of his good in- 
tentions, don’t disparage him. So 
many parents disappointedly ac- 
cuse him, ‘‘And you promised to 
be good this time.’ Don’t do it. 
He feels bad enough and criticism 
doesn’t help. What he needs more 
than anything else is some support 
to get him through the situation. A 
reassuring pat or an understanding 
word. He'll be better the next time. 

Each time he goes to the doctor’s 
office and doesn’t get hurt, he 
learns something. He wants to be 
a “big boy’ and he will be. It’s 


just a matter of time. 


Be truthful 


Immunization and penicillin in- 


jections are the most feared pro- 


cedures in the doctor’s office. The 
best way to handle them is to be 
truthful and explain that “it’s go- 
ing to pinch a bit.’ At one time, 
I used to explain it as a mosquito 
bite, which is fine if a youngster 
knows what a mosquito is. One 
little girl became more terrified 
when told that it was like a mos- 
quito bite. Later, her mother told 
me that outside Kathleen had 
asked her, ‘‘What is a mosquito?” 

Ihe child should be told just a 
few seconds before the injection is 
given; if he is told too soon, the 
longer waiting time only increases 
his anxiety. The ‘‘shot’”’ is usually 
given without too much exhibition 
of the needle, although some 
youngsters don’t mind as much 
when they are able to watch the 
injection being made. Usually, the 
child needs to be held firmly to in- 
sure against a sudden movement 
and possible breaking off of the 
needle. 

Once the injection is finished, he 
should be taken into another room 
for instance, the waiting room 
which will seem less dangerous to 
him. If this isn’t possible, he should 
be told immediately that he is go- 
ing home. I have seen any number 
of 18-month-olds suddenly stop 
crying when the doctor waved 
“‘bye-bye”’ to them. Another way 
of getting this idea across is to start 

dressing him. 


Many make mistakes 
Parents react to the needle situa- 
tion in interesting ways. There is 
the “this hurts me more than it 
does you”’ reaction. These mothers

wince as the baby gets his injec- 
tion, especially the first one. 

Too many mothers try to reas- s 4 
sure their child by telling him, “He 
won’t hurt you.” That’s a down- 
right lie. It does hurt, probably 
twice—once by the needle and e | s 
once by the fact that his trusted | 
mother lied to him. I don’t know 
which hurts more. 

Advocates of the “if I can do it 
you can do it” school try to reas- 
sure their child by saying: ‘‘I had 
five of these shots myself.’ This 
just doesn’t help. When the point 
of a needle is turned toward him, 
he really doesn’t care how many 
you had. All his interests are cen- 
tered on escaping this one. 

Other parents use the “kid them 
out of it” technique. “Oh, that 
didn’t hurt very much.” I never 
allow this to go unchallenged. I 
always point out, “Yes, it did. It 4 
hurt, but the hurt is all gone now 
and you were a mighty brave boy.” 

The trouble with all these dif- 
ferent approaches is that parents 
miss out on an excellent opportun- 
ity to praise their child for having : 
faced danger with a relatively great 
amount of courage. Tell them, 

“You were wonderful. I know that é . 
burt but you didn’t cry much.” 


Not etiquette lesson 


Unfortunately, many parents use 
this occasion for a lesson in eti- 
quette. They turn to their child 
and prompt, “Say ‘thank you’ to 
the doctor.” This always amazes 
me. Why should he? For being 
hurt by a needle? This is no time 
and place to achieve politeness. 
Just retreat from the scene of battle 
as fast as you can. 

Delaying tactics 

Some 18-month-olds are very 
clever in trying to side-step the 
anticipated painful procedure. One 
of the common dodges is to say, “I 
wanna go _ pottie.” He always 
should be given the benefit of the 
doubt. After all, stress and excite- 
ment do stimulate urination. If he 
doesn’t produce in a reasonable 
time, he should be taken off the 
toilet. Otherwise, he would just sit 
on his safe throne to evade the 
feared injection. Sometimes, when 
this ruse doesn’t work, he asks for 
a drink. Another delay. 


Security important 

By now, you must be wondering 
what can be done to help children 
through these difficult experiences. 
Dr. George F. Kelly, chief of staff, 
Milwaukee Children’s Hospital, 
points out, ‘Some of the insecurity 
of a child in a threatening situation 
can be minimized by taking along . 
some object that gives him the feel- . 
ing of being secure.”’ Up to the age 
of a year and a half or so, this ob- 
ject may be his bottle. 

After this age, mothers may be 
reluctant to let him take his bottle 
for fear of criticism. But the same 
lay critics who see a baby clinging 
to a bottle and exclaim, “‘Isn’t that ' 
terrible? He’s still on a bottle,”

“It’s the only currency in the 
world worth more than the Amer- 
ican dollar,” he said proudly. ‘‘A 
few cents to be sure, but that’s the 
first time this has happened in 
many years.

We passed Thunderbird 
Park, with its totem poles, and got 
off at the Parliament Buildings, an 
ornate mass of gray stone behind a 
swept-back lawn. At night, out-

To the Empress Hotel, No tour 
of Victoria is complete without a 
visit to the Empress Hotel, an ivy- 
covered, red-brick colossus that has

$10,000,000 hotel, built in) 1908, 
has seen almost evervthing— from 
\merican movie stars to Jap spies 
to the King of Siam, said to have

\s vou push past the hotel's re- 
volving doors, your first impulse is 
to tiptoe the rest of the way in. It 
isn’t just the thick carpeting, crystal 
chandeliers, and black walnut, but 
the general air of temple hushness 
In the lounge, dowagers talk in low 
tones against a background of 
classical music performed by a 
dress-suited string trio. In the li- 
brary a retired colonel —bristling 
mustache and ruddy face-—-may be 
turning a newspaper page with 
scarcely a rustle, or sitting as silent 
as a statue.

Some homes are perched on partls 
submerged stilts. Uhere are wood- 
en sidewalks, boats tied to piers, 
and pretty mountain sunsets. But 
primarily this is the land of the 
Coho and the Spring salmon which 
obligingly pile up here on their 
way to the spawning grounds in 
the Cowichan River 

“If vou don’t fish, you’re no good 
around here,’ we were told with a 
laugh, “but vou can always get an 
Indian to spear you a catch.” 

\ Cowichan guide, we discov- 
ered, will cost vou about $12.50 
a day, but he makes a colorful ad- 
junct to a davy’s fishing 

At The Canoe, a roadside store 
on the edge of the reservation, we 
paused to admire the now-famous 
black-and-white sweaters made 
only by the Cowichan women 

*Thevre hand-knitted out of 
raw, oily wool,”’ the store’s owner 
informed us. ““And thev’re so rug- 
ged they'll last a lifetime. We sold 
one to an arctic explorer.” 

Since a polar trip wasn’t in- 
cluded in our tour, we headed back 
to the car. Lorna consulted the 
nap 

‘Nanaimo is next,”’ she said. 

“Wait a minute, what about 
Duncan and Ladysmith?” 

“Thev’re Englishy and nice,’ 
said Lorna. ‘“‘Ladysmith does a 
brisk business in ovsters, sits on 
the 49th parallel, the International 
Boundary, and has streets that are 
named after British generals in the 
Boer War. But Nanaimo is bigger 
and has the only Hudson’s Bay 
bastion in Canada.”

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of forts. Overlooking the bay, the 
weatherbeaten wooden building is 
now a museum of pioneer relics. 

“The fort was built in 1853,” he 
told us, ‘“‘when coal was discovered 
here. My father sank the first shaft 
for Hudson’s Bay. Come upstairs. 
I'll show you.” 

We followed the old man up a 
narrow spiral staircase and duti- 
fully examined the town’s history 
in fading photographs and news- 
paper clippings 

“Look through these slits,’ he 
said, pointing to the rifle openings. 
“See that lighthouse? That's Gal- 
lows Point. The Bay used to hang 
criminals there after they were 
tried in this room. Yes sir, the Bay 
was quite a company.” 

Downstairs we paused to look at 
other Hudson's Bay relics, which 
reminded us that for two centuries 
the Company was absolute ruler of 
half of Canada. It coined its own 
money, fought naval battles, and 
even married couples. We left, 
agreeing with Muir that the Bay 
was indeed quite a company. 


Plus scenic thrills, An hour later 
we turned off the motor at Quali- 
cum Beach, a resort area noted for 
mountain scenery, good fishing, 
and the warmest ocean bathing 
north of Southern California. 
There are other unusual attrac- 
tions here, too, like Eaglecrest, a 
handsome seaside hostelry where 
Queen Elizabeth and _— Philip 
stopped at the end of a cross-coun- 
try tour; the retriever-dog trials 
at nearby Parksville every spring; 
and the dramatic Sockeye salmon 
run at Sproat Falls. Inland, the 
region is marked by groves of tall 
virgin timber, lakes, and sparkling 
waterfalls, but we got our biggest 
scenic thrill at dusk watching the 
sun sink behind Texada Island and 
cast long fingers of shadow over the 
calm water and the curving, log- 
strewn beach. 

‘“Now we go through the Comox 
Valley,” said Lorna, ‘“‘and we stop 
at Courtenay to find out about the 
Forbidden Plateau.” 

Years ago, it seems, the Comox 
tribe hid their women and children 
in this high mountain-ringed pla- 
teau to prevent their capture by 
the warring Rupert Bay tribe. Aft- 
erwards, when the Comox went 
to retrieve their families they found 
they had vanished. Thereafter, the 
plateau became taboo, and no 
Indian dared enter it. Today, un- 
der certain atmospheric condi- 
tions, or because of an unknown 
vegetation, the snow occasionally 
turns red, and the [Indians insist it 
is due to the blood of the women 
and children murdered by an evil 
spirit during the tribal war 

Tourists who have no such fears 
find the lake-filled plateau a good 
spot for winter and spring skiing or 
mountain climbing, and for hunt- 
ing and fishing during the summer 
and fall 


Robust country. Thirty miles 
beyond Courtenay, the Island 
Highway dips to the Strait of 
Georgia, and we entered the town 
of Campbell River, which strings 
its buildings along a rim of the 
inside passage to Alaska. This is 
the robust country of loggers, fish-

ments 171 miles from Vic- 
toria but remote indeed fram the 
tea-and-crumpet atmosphere. To 
the north, the highway stretches 
unpaved for another 48 miles to 
Kelsey Bay, In- 
dian villages and primitive coun- 
try. Along the craggy shoreline, 
the big ships from Vancouver move 
warily on their way to Skagway, 
their skippers nervously eying the 
swilt Narrows and the 
perilous underwater rock that once 
took a considerable toll in ships 
and men, and still withstands at- 
tempts to dislodge it 

At Painter’s Lodge, which is a 
good luncheon or dinner stopover, 
we examined so many wall photo- 
graphs of happy fishermen and 
their 50-pound catches that we felt 
as if we’d wandered into a nation- 
al gallery of the fishing world. The

We were lucky, and a 
few minutes later, the car safely 
parked on a lower deck, we were

Entering the 100-mile-long har- 
bor of one of the 
highlights of a visit to British Co- 
lumbia. You come upon its jutting

vista of gulf and islands, with the 
white, jagged spine of the Coast 
Range Mountains surging upward 
in the background, The peninsula 
of Point Grey is the first limb of 
the city vou see off to the right 
Below, the muddy water mingling 
with the blue is your introduction 
to the turbulent Fraser River 
spending itself in the sea.

its walls and furniture are filled 
with leg irons, pistols, gold scales, 
and other mementos of the gold- 
rush days. It still rents rooms to 
tourists. 

“Old Judge Cornwall used to 
try lawbreakers here,” Parker told 
us, ‘‘and this house was everything 
in this part of the Cariboo—inn, 
courtroom, and even jail. The 
couch you're sitting on is right 
spot where the miners 
weighed out gold dust for their 
drinks, and probably there’s a lot 
of gold still in the cracks.” 

Resisting a temptation to rip up 
the floor, we continued to Cache 
Creek, where a sign points to the 
continuation of the original Cari- 
boo Trail. You can follow it past 
many historic places into Prince 
George, which connects with the 
only westward highway north of 
Vancouver. This is the land of big- 
game hunting, and the lake fishing 
is excellent. But the road past Lac 
Ia Hache, 50 miles north of Cache 
Creek, is unpaved, and only the 
more determined hunters 
and fishermen go through,

Fishing-hunting country, Our 
route continued along Highway 1 


toward Kamloops, where we'd 
heard the trout never run out. 
From Cache Creek the scenery 


switches from forest to benchland 
of sage and cactus, reminiscent of 
parts of Arizona, with only occa- 
sional views of the swift-running 
Thompson. The  10,000-popula- 
tion town of Kamloops, which you 
first see from a bluff, is a welcome 
relief, and it is a good place to 
learn about the extensive fishing 
and hunting in the region. John 
Jacob Astor once had a fur post 
here—a matter that led the United 
States to claim the entire territory 
to Alaska and to create the famous 
54-40 or fight” fracas in Ameri- 
can history. 

We continued to follow’ the 
Thompson past hop-growing fields 
heading toward Okanagan Valley, 
which Lorna had described as the 
loveliest valley in the province. I 
wasn’t disappointed. The valley 
was once sagebrush but irrigation 
and hard work have turned it into 
mile upon mile of apple, pear, and 
peach orchard. We went through 
the bustling fruit and cattle town of 
Vernon, and at Jade Bay, a cove at 
the foot of Kalamalka Lake (the 
lake of many colors), we dropped 
in to see Janet Middleton, who 
with her mother, has turned their 
home into a picturesque art gallery. 

“Lovely,” we said admiringly, 
“Why is it so difficult to find?” 

‘You mean those narrow, black- 
and-white signs on the highway?” 
She laughed. ‘British Columbia 
law says you can’t spoil the scenery 
with big posters and you really 
can’t advertise anything other than 
places to stay.”

Return to the states. We left 
Kelowna by the ferry that docks on 
the main avenue and drove along 
the pretty west shore of the lake to 
Penticton, a spanking clean city, 
active and alive, with a broad hotel 
that faces the southern tip of the 
lake. Penticton is particularly 
proud these days of a new highway 
that links the town with Vancou- 
ver by the way of Princeton and 
Hope, a pleasant day’s trip through 
a handsome provincial park and 
rhododendron country. But, if you 
desire, you can continue south 
through the Okanagan Valley into 
the United States, as we did 

Our entire trip totaled about 
800 miles (exclusive of side jaunts) 
and took us 10 leisurely days. We 
spent $200 for meals, gas, oil, and 
lodging, and this sum included 
two steamer trips which came to 
$18. If you follow our trail, you 
can make the trip comfortably in 
eight days. We ate in good restau- 
rants, but you can easily shave ex- 
penses by utilizing the housekeep- 
ing facilities of British Columbia’s 
unusually good motels—at either 
little or no extra cost. Generally 
speaking, you'll find that despite 
the current high rate of the Cana- 
dian dollar, the tour is one of the 
Continent’s most unusual buys in 
adventure in a land that is 
ripe for rediscovery by the tourist.

jo was when you could transplant shrubs and young 
trees only in the spring or fall. But not any more. Now 
you can do it in the summer 

There's a liquid plastic you can spray on a plant, be- 
fore digging, that will give it protection against wilting— 
the biggest cause of setback. 

Use the milky vinyl-resin plastic—there are several 
brands—that is used by many nurserymen. You can buy 
it in a gallon can, for you won't need to use much. 

Apply it the way we show here, and the job is not difhi- 
cult. Just remember that the plastic will harden on 
clothes or in your sprayer, so wipe up any you spill be- 
fore it sets, and clean sprayer right after use. 

During the summer, you can use the liquid plastic to 
transplant shrubs, young trees, flowers, and vegetables, 
to dip cuttings, and to spray rooted cuttings. 

You can also use it to keep evergreen needles from 
browning, and to retard drying and shriveling of Christ- 
mas trees and all cut evergreens. 

We tried this plastic on a mockorange shrub we wanted 
to transplant, and it worked.

In the Pacific Northwest and in 
parts of New England, tuberous 
begonias actually do better out in 
the full sun if they are not whipped 
by strong winds.

Place waxed paper between the 
leaf stem and the pot to prevent 
this condition.

The use of glazed pots reduces 
the amount of soil salts deposited, 
but does not completely eliminate 
the difficulty.

will gush, ‘‘Isn’t that cute?” when 
they see him clutching a doll or toy 
rabbit. And yet both are objects 
that give the baby some feeling of 
security. The doctor knows that in 
time the baby will transfer the 
security he gets from the bottle to 
something more socially acceptable. 


Help for preschoolers 
raise a fuss, 
should be 
told they are going to the doctor’s 
office. Some mothers pretend that 
they are taking the youngster for a 
walk and end up at the doctor’s. 

In between visits, the doctor 
should be built up as the one who 
makes Tommy “‘all-better.”’

If vou have a new baby, take the 
preschooler along when the baby 
gets his checkup. Tell him, ‘The 
doctor won't examine you.”’ Chil- 
dren of this age are always curious 
and will watch the doctor closely 
without fear as long as they are not 
the ones to be worked on. 

Or make an extra trip to the 
doctor’s office on any pretext, just 
to get the youngster accustomed 
to the office and the doctor without 
being frightened too much. 

Another way of relieving some 
of his tensions about a visit to the 
doctor is to have him play it out 
at home with his ‘‘doctor kit’ and 
doll. When Daddy comes home, 
have Tommy tell everything that 
happened.

when they are told, “I'll have to 
give you a shot,” they say “O.K.,” 
and bare their arm. Once permis- 
sion is granted, it is surprising how 
much they will let a doctor do. 
They’ re parent 
stays in the background and they 
answer the doctor’s questions. 
They’ re likely to follow the 
doctor’s orders when they feel they 
have conducted” the visit in a 
grownup manner 

Adolescents? They're in a class 
by themselves. At this age, many 
object to going to the “‘baby doc- 
tor.”” Why not give them full inde- 
pendence in the matter? Let them 
choose a doctor for themselves. 
They need to feel that the doctor 
is ‘‘on their side’ and if they pick 
him out, they're more likely to feel 
that he is their doctor. Let them 
make the appointment, and go to 
the doctor without you. Let them 
tell you about it afterward. You 
can get acquainted with the doc- 
tor later, in the office or by phone. 

I’ve tried to point out that in- 
fancy and childhood aren’t always 
the pleasant times one might think. 
A child faces real problems in his 
regular checkups, and the savage 
antics he displays are not always a 
reflection on his parent’s care. 
Rather, they are normal responses 
of a norma! individual to a difficult 
situation. One parent voiced the 
sentiment of many mothers, ‘‘Ron- 
nie sleeps better on the days that 
he’s had his checkup.” 

That’s understandable. Truly, 
he’s had a hard day at the office!

Q Must I send a gift if I have 
been invited to a wedding and 
reception? 

A If you accept the invitation to 
the reception, must send a 
present, but if not, there is no need

Q Does a wedding invitation 
have to be engraved? 


A Time was when a wedding in- 
vitation was cither engraved for a 
large wedding or handwritten for 
a small wedding. But now that 
printing more closely resembles 
engraving, a printed invitation is 
readily accepted under certain cir- 
cumstances. If the wedding is a 
sudden invitations would 
have to be printed for a wedding of 
any size. Printed ones are also ap- 
propriate when the wedding is to 
be small, you don’t care to 
have plates engraved. But if the 
wedding is large and formal, print- 
ed inviiations in poor taste.

A The size of your wedding limits 
your guest list. Invite all relatives 
of both bride and groom to a small 


wedding. If the wedding’s larger, 
also invite close friends of the 
families. As the wedding grows, 


expand the list to include neigh- 


bors, then business associates of 
both fathers and the groom, and 
also of the bride, if she works. 


Q How soon should the bride 
write her thank-you notes? 
A If at all possible, she 


thank-you’s within three 
after the wedding. But if she 
ceives so many presents that she 
can’t possibly keep up with the 
thank-you’s, may send you a 
printed or engraved card telling 
vou that your gift has arrived. In 
that case, she can be more leisurely 
about writing her notes.

Q Is it all right to send a gift 
after the wedding? 

A If it’s impossible for you to send 
a gift before the wedding, be sure 
to enclose a note with your gift ex- 
plaining why it’s late. Address your 
gift to ‘*Mr. and Mrs.,”’ and if your 
gift is monogrammed or initialed, 
it should have married initials. 


Q Can a bride exchange dupli- 
cate gifts without qualms? 





A A bride may exchange any gifts 
except those given her by her own 


or the groom’s family. (She may 
exchange these, also, if told that 
she may.) This is an established 
custom, and no guest should be 


hurt because his gift is exchanged.
